REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

On page 8 of the Remarks, the applicant asserts that Russell is silent with regard to receiving values of design input variables 
from a user. However, the examiner disagrees with this assertion because Russell states that in column 1 lines 27-31 & column 
19 lines 7-11, that "various physical component configurations and controllable operating conditions can be individually adjusted 
or set" and " a user of the present system may select an optimization "resolution" level as input option that permits changes to 
quantitative operational values for more than one independent variable to be evaluated in combination with each other". In 
addition one page 9 of the Remarks, the applicant asserts that Russell does not teach simulations based on an existing response 
surface. However, Russell does state in column 20 lines 23-27 and lines 37-44 that improvement is incorporated which means 
that there is an existing response surface. Further, the applicant asserts that Russell does not "take an existing response 
surface, input in design variable, and generate simulation results. Based on the above citations and remarks Russell does 
indeed disclose these limitations .
